THE SWIFT unopposed passage in the 
Senate oi a measure to prohibit interstate 
shipment of slot machines and other gam­ 
bling devices creates an impression that 
gambling must be lik e sin—almost every ­ 
body is against it on general principles.

DISAPPEARING SPONGS 
THERE are no statistics telling how 
many persons, faced with the need to un­ 
dergo an operation, work themselves into a 
stew of worry over the possibility that the 
surgeon, in a moment of forgetfulness, will 
sew his patient up leaving a sponge or two 
inside.

States, this same industrial disease ap­ 
pears in many forms, such as limitations 
upon output; limitations upon the amount 
of work that each individual may do; and 
the enforced employ ment of more labor 
than is needed on the job. 
The “stand-by ” is a characteristic of this 
tendency . The “stand-by ” does nothing but 
receive pay —actually , for another m an’s 
work . He is a parasite. 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen are fixing for a strik e for a 
“stand-by ” on diesel locomotives. The die­ 
sel engine has no fire to tend. Therefore, 
the locomotive is handled by one engineer 
and one fireman, who serves as a helper 
for the engineer. The diesels have 
d on e 
very well with this arrangement. 
Actually , it is suggested by railroad men 
that the diesels could be handled by one 
man alone, and were so handled in 1934. 
Personally , I am happier that the engineer 
has a fireman helper because there are al­ 
way s human factors which mak e it safer 
to have a second man on the job, lik e a co­ 
pilot on a plane. 
But why have three men on a job that 
one can really do alone? That seems lik e 
too much. In 1939. the brotherhood demand­ 
ed an additional fireman. A presidential 
fact finding board held that there was no 
need for an extra fireman or an extra en­ 
gineer. On June 30, 1947, the firemen re­ 
newed their demand. Again, a fact-finding 
board was appointed and in September, 
1949, they turned down the demand for an 
extra fireman. 
This finding, the brotherhood rejected. 
So prolonged negotiations were entered 
upon between the railroads and the broth­ 
erhood. On March 31, 1950, the firemen an­ 
nounced a strik e, which is about to tak e 
place. Both sides put out considerable data 
to establish the correctness of their posi­ 
tion. 
The most telling point made by the rail­ 
roads is that the employ ment of an extra 
fireman would cost them $40 000,000 a

STOCKHOLM, April 20 — The 
chief of Sweden's ice-breaker pa-1 
trol reported today after stu d y : 
of a bullet-holed airplane wheel 
found in the Baltic Sea that the 
missing U. S. Navy Privateer 
must have been shot dow-n far 
off the Latvian coast. 
Commander Stellan Harmelin, 
top Swedish expert on currents 
and tides in Scandinavian wat­ 
ers, indicated that the s h o t s 
which

the 
Privateer 
were apparently aimed at t h e 
section of the American plane 
where most of the crew w a s , 
quartered. 
Hermelin 
made his state­ 
ment after submitting to full 
examination the wheel a n d 
landing gear assembly picked 
up by Swedish fishermen.

linked to the disappearance on 
April 8 of the Navy Privateer 
patrol bomber, which has been 
the subject of a sharp exchange 
of notes between the U n i t e d 
States and Soviet Russia.

Personally, I am happier that the engineer 
has a fireman helper because there are al­ 
ways human factors which make it safer 
to have a second man on the job, like a co­ 
pilot on a plane. 


But why have three men on a job that 
one can really do alone? That seem s like 
too much. In 1939. the brotherhood demand­ 
ed an additional fireman. A presidential 
fact finding board held that there was no 
need for an extra fireman or an extra en­ 
gineer. On June 30. 1947, the firemen re­ 
newed their demand. Again, a fact-finding 
board was appointed and in September, 
1949. they turned down the demand for an 
extra fireman. 


This finding, the brotherhood rejected. 
So prolonged negotiations were entered 
upon between the railroads and the broth­ 
erhood. On March 31, 1950, the firemen an­ 
nounced a strike, which is about to take 
place. Both sides put out considerable data 
to establish the correctness of their posi­ 
tion. 


The most telling point made by the rail­ 
roads is that the employment of an extra 
fireman would cost them $40,000,000 a 
year; the employment of an extra engineer 
would cost $45,300,000 a year. These sums 
would increase as more diesels are put into 
service.
